—Cream Cookies: One teacup of sout 


cream, two cups of sugar, one teaspoon 
of soda, flour to roll out.

—To cure catarrh sniff sweet oil two 


or three times a day and at night before 
retiring. It can be flavored with a few 
drops of essence of cinnamon or other 
pleasant flavors, and if it does not cure, 
it will eestalnly relieve.—Exchange. 


—When you feed your poultry cab- 


bage do not chop it up, as that is n 
waste of time wholly unnecessary. Tie 
the cabbage up head down, just as the 
fowls call reach it by jumping; this af- 
fords them exercise and excellent food 
at the same time.—Western Rural. 


—Turkeys arc capable of rapid di- 


gestion, and are always apparently 
hungry. If allowed to forage they can 
be kept at a very small expense, but 
when kept in aonthiement they con- 
sume more than hens. Whew young 
and growing they produce a carcass 
equivalent to the food consumed.—Chi- 
cago Herald. 


—A Western farmer advises string- 


ing seed corn by tying the ears together 
with husks in some place where the 
grain can be saturated with coal smoke. 
The odor, he says, repels squirrels and 
worms from eating the seed. The seed 
comes up quicker, the plants grow 
more vigorously and 
ripen several 


clays oarlicr than from seed not so 
treated. 


—To make fruit snaps take one and 


a half cupfuls of sugar, one of butter, 
one-half cupful of molasses, three C£g->, 
one tcaspoonful of soda, one cupful of 
raisins, one of currants, one table- 
spoonful of ginger, one of clovos, one 
of cinnamon, one of allspice, suilicient 
flour to roll out as soft as can be cut. 
These will keep several months.—Bos- 
ton Budget. 


—Boiling water should not be poured 


over tea-trays, japanned goods, etc., as 
it will make the varnish crack and peel 
oil'; havo a sponge wet with warm wa- 
ter and a little soap, if the tray be very 
dirty, and rub it with a cloth; if it looks 
smeary, dust on a little flour, then rub 
it with a cloth. If the tray gets marked 
take a piece of woolen cloth, with a lit- 
tle sweet oil and rub on the marks.— 
Chicago Journal.

The Method Practiced by an Knercetlc 


Young Iowa Agriculturist. 


In the West, where the average farm- 


er undertakes to perform an amount of 
work that no Eastern man would drettin 
of doing, with the .same amount of help, 
any method which enables us to do 
thoroughly a large amount: of work in a 
jiheii time, is uf value. Thus, while 
some will limit the amounl of corn to 
Ije lenileil by esu-h teitni lo tliiily acres, 
the tendency is to put in a much larger 
amount; niul although llic result is 
usually u diminished yield, still this 
discrepancy in jielil can be reduced to 
a minimum, by (he n-,e of intelligence 
in the preparation of the soil and in tho 
after cultivation of the crop. A good 
seed bed is one of the requirements of 
a good crop, and is seldom found, ex- 
cept on land plowed in the fall and 
exposed to the weather during winter 
uud spring. On stubble land plowed 
in the fall, there is little need of stir- 
ring the soil in tho spring previous 
to planting; but, instead, the planter 
should be immediately followed by the 
cultivator, let in deep and as close to the 
row as is possible without danger of 
plowing out the seed. 
Then if the 


Held is harrowed cross-wise two or 
three days before the corn appears 
above the ground, it will be in line con- 
dition for the growth of the young corn 
and for its after cultivation. This har- 
rowing is very important, us it is the 
last time the ground can be stirred in 
the row, if drilled; or in llic hill, if 
checked. Treated in this way, the lirrft 
cultivation after the corn is up may be 
delayed until the weeds begin to appear 
above the ground, when the lorn will 
have attained suth a growth as to en- 
able the cultivator to destroy nil of the 
weeds without 
covering the 
corn. 


Ordinarily, three cultivations after the 
corn is up is .sumcient. This method 
is specially applicable to drilled corn, 
as then a good crop can not be ex- 
pected if the weeds arc not kept under 
from the first. 1 can tend from fifty to 
sixty acres with one team in this way, 
and have the satisfaction of knowing 
that n good Job is being done.— -for. 
Prairie Farmer.

Unfruitful Search for a Sensation bv

April S.—The special train 


chartered by the local agent of the Cunard

Our people will be shocked to learn 


that Justice J. M. Lowry, who was about 
town on Saturday and took part in the 
Republican convention in the evening, 
wns stricken with paralysis at his home 
on Church street Sunday night at 11 
o'clock. The Justice had been in his 
usual health on Sunday and was sitting 
at the table reading last evening, when 
he arose to retire. He complained to his 
wife of a feeling of numbness, disrobed 
and went to bed. The affliction came 
upon him as he lay upon the bed.

The 
professional supposition is that the stroke 
was caused by a clot in a blood vessel of 
the brain.

It not visited by another stroke the 
Justice will recover the use of his speech 
and limbs within ton days or two weeks.

Mr. Farwell. 


The lentil niiiiiversary excrciai-s of the 


DeciHur V. M. C. A. organization were 
held at the tabernacle Sunday afternoon 
with alxmt (100 people in attendance. In 
connection with thi> wot-k's celebration 
the district conference of the general 
secretaries was held, the business of the 
conference having been disposed of on 
Saturday. Tho presence of Hon. John 
\. Farwell, tho merchant prince of Chi- 
cago, and State Secretary Brown in the 
city aroused general interest among the 
1)00 members of the local association.

Tlie 
dangers they encounter iu fogs, and 
storins on the Banks arc many, and 
widows and fatherless children arc 
numerous along the Breton coast. 


Considering, therefore, tlie great 


peril to which their husbands; sons 
and brothers and sweethearts are to be- 
exposed, it ia not aurprWing that the 
departure of the Terrenevwughs is'the 
great event of the year along the 
Breton coast. 


From their scattered winter quarters 


in the harbors and coves along the 
rocky shore, ond from tho villages on 
tho banks of the Ranee, the vessels 
cofiio together in St. Walp Bay by the 
afternoon of tho Sunday nearest the 
spring tide, the day always fixed for 
departure. It would be hard to imag- 
ine a scene of greater local interest. 
The numerous vessels lie at anchor a 
few hundred yards from the mainland, 
whilo -hundreds of smaller craft of 
every description, independent of the 
regularly organized tenders, ply inces- 
santly between tho little fleet and'the 
shore, bringing on board the crew, 
with their outfits. 


Tho noise of the mates and captains, 


giving hoarse orders through their 
speaking trumpets, the shouts of sailors 
hailing recognized comrades on board 
of neighboring barks, and the evqr- 
shifting groups of prettily attired 
Breton maids and matrons assembled 
on tho long; curving quay, and the 
rocks and 
clifi's, 
to ' see, 
some 


of* them for the 
last time, 
the 


faces of their loved ones, forms a scene 
at once picturesque and sympathetic. 


The time comes for the last leave- 


taking to bo over, and the last tearful 
adieu to be spoken, for at an appointed 
hour ovory man of the fleet, nearly 
four thousand men in all, must be on 
board. 


At a given signal the white sails, like 


tho pinions of sea-gulls, are spread to 
tlie winds, the anchor is raised, every 
ting ia dipped, and the vessels are 
hended westward, whilst the crews, 
with uncovered heads, as the sound ol 
Hitming cimnon 'from 
the Solidor 


Tower dies away, rnise their voices in

The cargoes of the returning,fleet are 
unloaded on the quays, which are piled 
higtj.with bajes.oi codisb.
